Gentlemen of the Press 


The “gentlemen of the press” ave never satisfied. In the old day 
‘hey used to delight in picturing Communists as sinister individuals, 
with bombs hidden in their whiskers, prowling about formenting, dis- 
content among an otherwise happy and contented people. aS 

The implication was that jait or deportation was too good for 
them. But lately the capitalist press is somewhat perplexed. How 
ean they porcray Earl Browder of Kansas, James F ord of Alabama, 
Wm.

OAKLAND.—With the argu- 
ment that a “law which pre- 
vents peaceful picketing de- 


prives citizens of freedom guar- 
anteed by the constitution and 
devrives unions of their valu- 
able pronerty rights.’ a num- 
ber of East Bay labor organi- 
zations seek an injunction to 
prevent enforcement of the 
Oakland anti-picketing _ ordi- 
nance. 

Aubrey Grossman, attorney, 
has filed suit for an injunction 
to restrain the police depart- 
ment from enforcing the act 
and Superior Judge James J. 
Quinn signed an order for po- 
lice and city officials to show } 
cause why the injunction should 
not be issued. At a hearing on 
Monday, July 27, Judge Quinn} 
took the action under advise- 
ment.

Textile Workers, Local 247; 
Dried Fruit and Nut Pakers, 
Federal local 20020; Factory 
Workers’ Union, Federal Local 
20218; Cannery ‘Workers’ Union, 
Federal Local 20099; and Alice 
Johnson and Sigrid Holmquist. 
The unions contend that their 
property rights are infringed 
by the anti- picketing act in 
that their prestige and bargain- 
ing power depends on their 
strength on the picket line.
